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Foster Homes Here Sought For Children 


Laff-A-Day 
Fayette County Years Ago 
Grab Bag 


The Fayette County Child W elfare Board 
is deeply concerned with the problem of 
finding some good foster homes in this 
city and county for some of the children 
assigned to its care. 
Especially needed at this tim e are some 
homes of the right type to care for chil­ 
dren of pre-school age (under six years). 
These children who are wards of the 
county through no fault 
of 
their 
own, 
in many cases are of very good parentage. 
There are vaned reasons for broken homes 
through which some of these children be­ 
come unhappy victim s. In some instances 
a widowed mother, or a father who has lost 
his wife, are unable to meet the worries 
and financial necessities for proper care of 
a fam ily of children. 
The Fayette County Children s Home has 
neither the facilities nor personnel to care 
for pre-school age children in the manner 
which they require. The state urges that 
such children be given the advantage of 
well regulated private homes, either rural 
or city. In fact, the state urges that all chil­ 
dren who are wards of the county would 
have better opportunity for future citizen­ 
ship in the right kind of 
private 
homes 
where they are accepted as members of the 


fam ily. 
This j s not meant as any criticism of the 
children's home in this county- It stands 
high in public as well as official regard for 
its excellence in administration and care 
of children. But the theory advanced by 
the state officials and many others is that 
no child has a.; favorable a chance to make 
the most of life if his or her form ative years 
are spent in ah institution. Som e may re­ 
gard this as idealistic yet it presents a prob­ 
lem for every child w elfare board. 
Good private homes which accept 
full 


r e s p o n s i b i l i t y tor such children are hard 
to find, even though that home is paid by 
the county for taking care of these young 


people. 
For this reason every effort must be made 


to have the 
Fayette 
County 
Children’s 


Home provided with the necessary help 


and facilities for the proper upbringing of 


many of these children where no satisfac­ 


tory home can be found for them.

He is 
deeply sym pathetic with the children’s sit­ 
uation and yet 
appreciates

board’s difficulties. 


Out on the county home grounds is a 
small brick building which originally was 
constructed for a small hospital but has 
not been used" for years. Judge Allen, who 
cooperates fully with the Fayette County 
Child W elfare Board, asserts that this build­ 
ing can be rehabilitated to meet some of the 
county home’s needs. It can be made a re­ 
ceiving ward for pre-school age children 
for such period of time, whether weeks or 
months, needed to place them elsewhere. 
The expense would not be exorbitant. A l­ 


len declares. 
Under present conditions there are very 
young children who cannot be satisfactorily 
given care at the county home for consider­ 
able periods of time. Many of them m ean­ 
tim e are subjected to pathetic living con­ 


ditions elsewhere. 
This is a situation which a prosperous 
county like F ayette should not tolerate. It 
deserves the best thought of our citizens as 
well as of all officials who have responsi­ 


bility in the matter. 
W hile this would not relieve the need 
for the proper kind of foster 
homes, 
it 
would help in some pressing cases where 
imm ediate care of some small children is 


an important factor.

UNTIL a few years ago, the pa­ 
tient who had undergone a major 
operation was kept in bed until his 
incision healed, often a matter of 
two weeks or longer. 
Today, all this has changed in 
the majority of operations because 
we have discovered many advan­ 
tages in getting such patients up 
arui about as soon as possible; 
usually on the day following op­ 
eration. 
Known as "early ambulation,” 
th s practice involves more than 
merely routing the patient out of 
bed. It is a process which must he 
prepared for, assisted, and care­ 
fully supervised. 
Within several hours after op­ 
eration, 
the 
patient 
should 
be 
turned over at least once every two 
hours and reminded to take deep 
breaths every five minutes. The legs 
should be exercised about 20 times 
in each hour. This consists of hav­ 
ing the patient extend and bend 
his feet and toes, knees and hips. 


Heel Height 
During 
walking, 
the 
patient 
should wear shoes wnth heels of 
the same height as those ordinarily 
worn before operation. If a woman, 
used to high heels, tries to walk 
around in flat slippers, there may 
b»> a st rain on certain muscles of the 
legs. This may lead to inflamma­ 
tion of the deep leg veins.

I turned on the side in which the 
operation was done, the patient 
! bends his hips and knees so that 
I the lower leg is brought to the edge 
of the mattress. Then he is assisted 
sidewise to a sitting position. When 
! he sits up, he is instructed to take 
deep breaths and to cough several 
times in order to get rid of secre- 
| tions which may have accumulated 
I in the lungs. 
The patient is allowed to walk 
I 20 or 30 feet and sits in a chair 
I for the few minutes needed to 
| straighten the bed. After another 
I short walk he is returned to the 
I bed. This process is repeated two 
or three times on the first day. 
. Walking about improves the cir- 
! culation in th e legs and helps to 
prevent blood-clot formation. After 
, the fourth day the patient is usually 
able to get out of bed without help. 
It would appear that getting out 
! of bed early after operation speeds 
! up the healing of wounds and may 
be effective in preventing blood- 
1 clot formation, inflammation of the 
veins, and collapse of the lungs.
